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REMARKS 

Applicant Buhnrits lisc pcesent paper in response to the Office Action mailed July 3 1 , 
2002. /^jplicaat has amended claims U 3, 4, 6, 7, 9-13, 17, 22, 24, 25, and canceUed claims S, 8, 
14-16, 18-21,23 and 26-38. Applicant has also added new claims 39-41. Claims 1-4, 6-7, 9-13, 
17, 22. 24-25 and 39-41 are now pending. No new matter has been added. 

In reviewing tiie Office Action, Applicant notes that an initialed fann PTO-1449 
corresponding to Applicant's Infomiation Disclosure Statement nmled January 5, 200 1, was not 
included in the O ffice Action (a copy of this statemoit is included whh this response to aid the 
Eacamincr in identifying the proper paper). y^Ucant requests that the Exannnw provide an 
initialed copy of the submitted PTp-1449 foma in the next communication to Applicant to 
confinn flial the Examiner has considered the reference(e) listed thereon. 

hi the Office Action {paragraph 5), the Examiner has rgcctod claim 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 
I12» first paiagr^h, stating that *the spocificaOoo, while being enahUng for Setop program to 
receive at least one of Kccnsc fflcs fi«m the automated hoaise 

not reasonably provide enablement for the Setiq) program to receive emxr messages fix>m the 
automated license Daemon progiam.*^ Applicant has canceled claim 21, tibius rcndcrmg the 
Examiner* 8 lej ection moot, and respoctfiilly requests tot ttns rej ection be wi thdrawn . 

in the Office Action Q>aragraph 6). the Eicaminer has rejected claim 22 under 35 U-S.C. § 
112, first paragraph, stating that 1)asetdl on Fig. 6, if a LM eiror [is] detected during the 
installation process, then DO license wiU be installed m the client machine by ^ Setup program-" 
Applicant has amended claim 22 to recite tfiat the setup program is finthcr oonfigmed to mstaU 
the license file on the client computing system when the selop pio^am receives ttic license file. 
Applicant bchcvcs this amendment addresses the Examines issue with this claim, and 
req>ectfblly requests that this rejecticm be withdrawn. 

In the Office Action (paragr^>hs7-8Xtt»lE3c^^ 1-37 under 35 
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U-S.C. § 112, second paragrnph^ as bong indcfinile for failing to particulHriy point out and 
disthicAlycJaimthc subject matter whi<^ Specifically, the 

Exfflniner has stated that "it bikrtimdcr^^ Applicaalhas 
amended (or cancelled) all claiim employing the '•usci/cUenf * term to now recite **cKcct,'' \which 
more clearly i cpic a cuts the relalionflhip bctwcoi the computipg Bystons involved as described in 
the specification- The EKaoiiMff has alro noted dbat claim 5 recites depended 
Applicant has canodled claim 5, and thoa the ccacction is moot as to this claim. Applicant 
believes these amendmenta and cancellations addiiess the Examiner's concerns, and respectfully 
requests that this rejection be wididrawn. 

In the Office Action (paragraphs 9-10), the ExarainOT has rejected clairafi 1-38 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 as bemg unpatentable over U^. Patsit No. 5,790,664 to Colcy et al. C^Coley") in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,006,035 to Nabahi ("Nahabi"). As Applicant has cancelled claims 5, 
8, 14-1 6, 1 8-21 Bnd 26-38, the rejectian is moot as to thee claixnSL Applicant respectfnlly 
requests that the Examiner recoDsidcr flic rejection of the remaining claims based up on flie 
following* 

Colcy describes a system for "antomaticaliy dcicnnramg v/bi^bxx a software plication 
is licensod.- (Coley, coL 4, lihes 3^.) The system includes a **cUem nKJdulc** that is attached to a 
softwaie appHcatioo, and allows the apphcation to "automatically rqxirtQ to a compute 
maioiained by a software provider/' (J^coL 4,Unes4-13.) This reportmg is done usmg a 
'trabUc network (such as the Inlenwt). and is described as sending a license validity inquiry 
message" to a Hcatsc s^vcr cootainnig an •'agent module," which quoies a **databa3€^* to 
determine whctha a license record exists that corresponds to the software (a*coL 
8, lines 1-14.) A response message is sent to the client module. Qi, ooL 8, fines 15-17.) If the 
HcenserecoideiJdsts, the response micssage indicates the reoocd's existence and database 
location, odiciwisc an indication of no record is included in the message. Gi» ^ 
25.) In the case ofavaUdUcense record, die response uMssagp is described as inchMiing*% 
license ID field comprising a po'mter to the location of the license record in the database.'' Oi, 
col 9, lines 15-17.) The system is described as usmg the Transfer Control Protocol (TCP) as die 
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network ooramunicalion mechaniam (although it is mcationesd Chat UDP could also be used). QiL, 
coL 2U liocs 

Nat>alu describes a systecn for **iiistalling aa applicalioa Goftware package onto a 
compitter using a rulo-based installation eogiae.** (Nabahi, col. 4, Ime 67 to col. 5, line L) The 
system allows cusiom installation paiametera to be used in the installation piocesa tfajcougjbi the 
use of a "8iaq)li£bd script language." (Q., coL 5, linos 2-3.) The application software packagiD is 
installed using a '^ctop** program that Lmpicnicnts the rule-basod mstalLation. Qd., ooL 1. line 58 
to coL 2, line 15.) 

Absent fixKn both Colcy and Nabahi^ however* is any dcsciiption of a selecting of a 
oonfigmutioQ of retrieved license iofonnatioa, or (XTniObcnnQg the configuration of the reprieved 
ticeose intomation. Fox example, as described in the specification of the present appUcatian, an 
exen^lacy method according to the present invention provides for •"license infiarmation'' to be 
returned to the setup program (which may include such items as host IDs, port nambcrs, host 
names, products liccaised, licenses used, etc.X from which a selection of a configuration of the 
appHcatioa to be installed may be made. (See. e.g. . Specification, pg. 9, lir>c 26 to pg. 10, line 7; 
id* pg. 5t lines 21-37.) Confirmation of the selcctitHi of the configuration may then be provided. 
(S^LSiZ^ Specification, pg. 10, lines 7-11.) 

Claim 1 of the present application recites: 

retrieving Kcen^ infomation of th6 client computing system from a 
lloense database located on a remote server^ 

receiving a selection of a configuration of the retrieved license 
information^ 

confirming the configuration of the retrieved license information on the 
« client oomputiiig system; scd 

receiving one of a ticcnsc fik relating to confumed configuration of 

the retrieved license information and an error message. 

As discussed above; ocitiijcr Coley nor Nabahi (either alone or in combination) teach or 
suggest a method that ioctodes receivhig a selection of a configuration of the retrieved ficcnse 
information, or confirming the configuration of the retrieved Uccnsc information on the client 
computing systan. As a result. Applicant believes claim 1 to be patentable over Colcy md 
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Nabafai, and Appbcanl tfi£refcre respectfully requests that the Eramtncr withdraw the rejecticm as 
to this cUitn. As cXahna 3. 4» 6, 7, and 9-13 depend (either directly ox iodiroctly) from claim 1 
(ood thiereforo inchide aU of the elcanents of claim 1), Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Eyannner withdraw the rqection as to these claims as wdL 

Also missing finom the descriptions of Coley and Nabahi is any discossion of HTTP 
tanneling or an HTTP tunneling agent For example^ as described in the specification of the 
ptesent application, an accmplaiy system aococxiii\g to the present invention piOYides for CGI 
tunneling agcaits on the sqjpKcation download scrvear. (SpocLficatioa, pg. 12, lines 21-27.) The 
setup program communicates with the download, server using post messages to HTTP potts 
available through firewall security software. ([^ pg. 12, lines 1 0-23.) The tunneling ageots are 
used to connect to an automated license dacniou, allowing messages to be passed between tt\£ 
setup program and the license daemon. (M., pg. 3, lines 10-20; pg. 12, lines 21-29; Figure 7.) 
Cbley merely descnbes the use of TCP as a transport protocol, and the use of proxy agents to 
avoid network firewalls. (Coley, col. 21, lines 45-65; col. 22, line 42 to coL 23, line 7,) 

Claim 17 of tfaeprescant application recites: 

a setup pmgiaui which resides on the client computing system, the setup 
program coiifigured to settd post requests c ontai n ing user infazmalian usmg 
hypertext transCGT protocol (HTTP) over a nctwoik to an HTTP port; 

a timaeliitg agent which resides on a ronote server system accessible via 
the netwodc and having the HTTP port and a firewall, the tunneling agent 
configured to receive^fae post requests from the H i if port; 

an aotomated license daemon program which resides oo the remote server 
system, the automated license daemon coofigured to receive the user infonnatlon 
from the tunneling agent; and 

a first database which resides on Qie remote server system and on which is 
« stored hcense infoimation and a license file> the first database configured to 

receive a request fiom the antomatod license daemon program and return a reply, 
the reply includizsg one of the liccxise infbonation, the license file and ancxror 
message; 

whereiD die automated license daemon is fiirther coofigured to send a 
reply HTTP message based on the reply to the setup program over the network 
usmg the HTTP port 

As discussed above, neither Coley iwr Nabahi (cither alone or tn combinatioD) teach or 
suggest a system that includes a setup program which resides on a chcct conqiutmg syston, the 
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s^up program configured to send post requests containnig user rafonnation using hypertext 
transfer pnitocol (HTTP) over a network to an KTTP poet, and a trnmelmg agent wfakli resides 
on a remote server system and configured to receive post requests from an H ri V port Asa 
resatt. Applicant believes claim 17 to be patentable aver Coley and Nabahi, and Applicant 
ttierefbre req>ectfuily reciuests that tiie ExamioCT As 
claims 22, 24 and 25 depend (either directly or LuiirBCtly)fi^ 17 (and therefoie ixKlude 
all of tbc elements of claim 17), Applicant respectfully requests that the Exammer wi^idraw 
rejection as to tfaese claims as well. 

In ligjit of the foregoing, clainjs 6-7, ^13, 17, 22, 24-25 and 3SM1 are believed to be 
in condition for allowance. All issues raised by the Examiner having been addressed, a early and 
favorable action on the merits is earnestly soficited. Should the Examiner desire forther 
discossioa of Applicant's reznadcs, Applicant (via the undersigned) is available for telqshonic 
inloview at the Examiner's oanvamenoe.
